European* liitvrcKiud Iu the Future 


of tlie Philippiucs. 


London. Aug. 19 —The Vienna corre- 


spondent of The Times says:" The de- 
velopment tff the Philippines question 
will be watched here with the keenest 
Interest. Cireuitistances 
appear 
to 


point to the retention oi the islands by. 
America. The fact that Senator Davis,' 
who !s a public advpcate of complete an- 
nexation, and Secretary of State Day, o, 
supporter of the Hawaiian policy, are 
appointed c-oinmiEsioners is regarded aa 
indicating that President 
McKinley 


favors tlit-ir retention. It was acknowl- 
edged that 
President McKmley has 


'hitherto manifested exceptional diplo- 
rnatic tact in his treatment both of the 
Spanish governmeut and of public opin- 
ion in the Unitefl State's. He conducted 
the neg6tlaticni4 with such foresight and 
consideration that the Madrid cabinet 
has been able gradually tft accustom the 
population to the inevitable sacrifices 
imposed by (he outcome of the waf. 
For this reason tne mere fact that abso- 
lute cessation of the Philippines was not 
expressly slated in the pr6tocol must by 
no means be regarded aq.-«feluding that 
possibility, o> at leagf jKSmb approxima- 
tion to the groTi'ihsv'demaiids of the 
American people, 


"The prorpect of a 'partition of China 


js likely to confirm this tendency oj 
American Opinion, 'flse United States 
are deeply interested from a comir.a'f- 
cial and industrial &tandj>olh* in -th'e 
future Of e^st AsiiS. they have thfe most 
lavotaWS feografihieai situation of all 
the great manufsfctui'ing countries com- 
peting there, arid it Is argued that such 
an enterprising, energetic people Will not 
willingly forego the present opportunity 
of securing- a looting in those seas which 
will enable them to establish large mer- 
cantile emporiums similar to tho,se al- 
ready established by the English on the 
'mainland, and which other states are 
about tb found. This cor.slderdt-Wm is 
expected ,to have weight in the final do- 
(cision of the Philippine question. 


"An evening paper espressos the belief 


that it is impossible that the Philippines 
shall ever again form a part of the Span- 
ish possessions, and the question Of how 
the derelict archipelag-o shall be ulti- 
mately divided is r&garded as a serious 
problem. Other papers make ingenious 
suggestions which it Is profitless to dis- 
cuss, seeing that it is improbable that 
there will be any division. 


' The papers generally 
expect that 


Russia's attitude will prove an important 
factor in the situation. The German 
press has raised the bogie of intervention 
—talk of ths United States sounding the 
European powers on the Question of an- 
nexation. Nothing 13 known here of such 
tfeelens, and it may be taken as granted 
that the United States has done and 
will do nothing of the kind. America 
has already given Indications that she 
would unhesitatingly resent interference 
without waiting to count the cost. It is 
recognized that the American ia a very 
different sort of a man from the TUrk, 
for example, and might, if an attempt 
were made 
to intimidate, suddenly 


transfer the conflict from the diplomatic 
sphere to o»ie in Which it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to maintain either a 
concert of the powers or an east Asian 
dreibund. Moreover, such interference 
would only hasten an Anglo-American 
alliance, which the powers are anxious 
to prevent, besides giving the United 
States Japanese sympathy. Therefore, 
it Is probable that the powers, distract- 
ed by mutual jealousies, will hesitate tc 
come to an open breach with what is de- 
scribed fcs a 'gigantic World power vhose 
consciousness of innate strength is fm- 
mpnaolv tnrrpaaod ny Its present vic- 
tory.1 "

Tho incunclosDunt electric lamp is essen- 


tlivUy ados ico which transforms ylfccnuity 
partly in'.o light, but mostly into heut. 
As is woll known, tho carbon lllamont of 
tho lump is a substance offering groat re- 
sistance to tho iiassugo of tho current, und 
the product, of this rusUtuuuu is light und 
heat. It is an instance of tho translation 
of one form of energy into auothor. 
It 


may not, however, (jonorully be known 
that tho light produced is but after all 
only a suuill percentaso of tho energy 
thus manifested — some 5 orO per cent only 
at the most. 


This fact is very important, bearing in 


mind a, very common notion that the elec- 
tric incandescent lamp is free from tho 
heat rays. It is true that tho lamp, when 
working, is not comparable with u tlame 
or nuked light, but at tho sumo timo tho 
heat evolved is such as may lead to igni- 
tion. We are disposed to emphasize this 
poiiaC, because the incandescent electric 
lamp is used for purposes of illumination 
and decoration in shops without nny re- 
gard to the possibility — nay, probability — 
of fancy goods being flrud which happen 
to bo contiguous. 


Indeed so firm id the idea that tho in- 


candescent electric lamp is free from hea. 
that it is frr-quuutly to bo found buried in 
a mass of easily ignited and highly iutlum- 
m;iblo material. This is a mistake, and 
care should be exercised with tho electrics 
lamp in its application in this connection. 
But the risk of course is cot so great as 
where naked lights are employed. Wo 
have founu by experiment that on immers- 
ing a 10 candle power lamp (100 volts 
pressure) in half a pint of water tho water 
boils within an hour and in proportionate- 
ly less time when a 82 candle power lamp 
is substituted. 


If, again, the lamp be buried in cotton 


wool the wool soon begins to scorch and 
ultimately to burst into flame. In one ex- 
periment v, hich we tried the bursting into 
ttarne of tho wool was accompanied by a 
loud report, due to the explosion of the 
lamp. It clearly appears from this that 
tho incandescent electric lamp cannot ha 
regarded a= an^unlikoly means of starting 
u serious lire, and shopkeepers, especially 
those who exhibit highly inflammable 
fabrics, should know that there i>3 risk i.) 
placing such goods too close to a latnt/.

The Spanish ministers assert 
that the pretender will not be able to 
ttind enough money to run a revolution 
and will be forced to postpone the rising 
uiuil next spring-. There are 
signs, 


'however, that he will not wait so long. 
Meanwhile the Spanish government will 
increase its precautions to prevent any 
outbreak of Carlism.

The work of fanatical Republi- 
cans and Carlists is helped by the gen-

FLAVORING HERBS. 


The plants most generally required in 


the kitchen are balm, basil, burnet, 
garlic, hyssop, parsley, chives, • chervil, 
borage, sage, marjoram, mint, tarra- 
gon, thyme, etc. 
These are all useful, 


not only in actual cookery, but for all 
manner of drinks and vinegars. The 
leaves of all these plants should be 
stripped from the.stalks and put away 
in tin boxes. At "all costs they should 
be kept free from damp. 


The essentially 
primitive 
country 


plan of tying up the sprigs in loose 
bunches and hanging them up to the 
ceiling in the kitchen or even in the 
living rooms may be excellent, as far 
as freedom from damp'is concerned, 
but obviously there is the disadvantage 
that a good deal of dust and dirt must 
accumulate upon the plants. The ax- 
iom of the old fashioned housewife that 
the herbs will not keep longer than 
"their time" is a very true one—that is 
to say, that each herb will keep its 
streng'th only until the next year's crop 
is in readiness.

Thi«* morning the rain was not so se- 
vere, but it was very persistent, and 
by noun the rainfall amounted to .64 
of un inch, according to the register at 
the Notch reservoir, making it one of 
the four heaviest storms of the month. 


If this record is kept up for the last 


of the month, August, 1893, will go into 
local weather history as one of the 
wettest of months. The storms have 
for the most part been accompanied by 
sultry, hot weather, but this morning 
it changed to a cooler temperature 
that indicated the close of Uic stormy 
period.

Gov. Wolcott has" Issued a statement

teer regiments, the governor had de- 
termined not to oi-ganize further ,pro- 
visional companies at the 
present 


time. 
The total number of petitions 


thus far received for the organization 
of 
provisional ' companies 
is 
48. 


Of these, 32 companies have 
been 


mustered into the provisional militia 
service. Upon the return and muster- 
ing out of volunteer regiments now at 
the front, these regiments will become 
again organizations in the militia ser- 
vice of the commonwealth. 


Word hat been received that the Sec- 


ond New York volunteers, containing 
a number of Williamstown and North 
Adams boys, has been ordered north 
Immediately, and will go into camp at 
Sand Lake, near Troy. This is welcome 
news to all those who have friends in 
the regiment, as it means an opportu- 
nity (o see tho boys, and will improve 
the health of the regiment. It will 
undoubtfdly be the last camping place 
before the regiment is mustered out. 


Although no arrangements have as 


yet been made pointing to the estab- 
lishment of a camp, th'; bite has been 
selected in a valley on the northwest 
shore of the lake, which is a spring- 
fed body of water a square mile in size. 
The new camp is in a healthful loca- 
tion anil will be a great improvement, 
so far as climatic conditions are fon- 
Cerntd, over Tampa and Fernandina, 
where the regiment has b«ren quartered 
since it left for the front three months 
ago. 


The physical condition of the Second 


regiment now is so bad 
that those 


who are working to secure its muster- 
ing out are confident of success. 
The 


regiment would be capable of giving 
very 
little service if it were called 


upun. 
It ic estimated 
on 
general 


terms that over 150 of the regiment 
have gone to Hospitals in various parts 
of the South during the past month 
or six weeks, and out of the SuO re- 
maining there are not more than 200 
who are really fit for hard military 
work. That shows the shape the regi- 
ment Is in, due vholly to the purpose- 
less stay in a hot, tropical climate, 
with exposure to all I'tnis of weather 
and sleeping on malarial sand. 


Wfri? there any object to which the 


men could look forward to as the re- 
sult of enduring: such hardships they 
would not feel so hard about it, but 
the fighting has ceased, and the men 
are impatient at their seemingly need- 
less suffering. 
Each day the list of 


well men grows smaller and the num- 
ber of enervated and fever smitten 
ones larger. The regiment is totally 
unfit for any kind of service now, and 
will be so until a change to northern 
climes is made. 


Just now most of the men are suf- 
'ering from prickly heat. The Troy 
Times. correspondent 
says of 
this 


it's bad enough to have the annoying 
complaint up north, where you can 
reat it properly and get in the shade, 
jut in the sun down in Florida it is, 
to say the least, hard. One prespires 
almost constantly, and this keeps up 
:he irritation, bleep is almost out of 
:he question. The skin disease which 
Was so generally distributed about the 
regiment is on the wane, and it is 
noped that in a, short time it will have 
entirely disappeared. 
It lasts from 


three to four weeks, 
and 
requires 


constant care. It first comes in the 
shape of a blister, which when open- 
ed becomes a running sore. This has 
to be "painted" several times a day.
